That calls for selected registrants 
during the months of August will ex- 
haust the 1918 draft registration in 
addition to men of the old registra- 
tion that have heea reelasaUled and 
placed la Class 1, is the opinion of 
officers of the local draft boards af- 
ter receiving a communication from 
Major Henry Rhodes, chief of the 
selective service of this Stete. 

Major Rhodes in his communica- 
tioa Bteted that calls for August 
would Induct approximately ten 
thousand men into the service and 
that all local boards should speed 
up the work of reclassification and 
examlnatloaa that they (might hate 
enough men available to ftU their 
quotas. 

Major Rhodes notified the local 
board that the selective service reg« 
ulations have been amended as fol" 

lows: 

"Postmasters at first and second 
class postofiices are hereby author- 
ized to file affidavits with local draft 
boards for the pnrpoee of seenring 
deferred classification. Class 3, for 
the following employes only: Super- 
visory oflacials in postofflces, post- 
office clerks whose services cannot 
be dispensed with without materially 
lowering the efficiency of the ser- 
vice; drivers of government,© wned 
automobiles, mechanics and skilled 
laborers whose services are absolute- 
ly necessary, clerks and substitute 
clerks y employed at mltttary 
braachea."

Because of an acute shortage in the 
supply of paper the War Indnetrles 
Board announced, effective July 15, 
the following preliminary economics 
to he enforced by newspapers pub- 
lishing a daily and weekly edition: 

Discontinue the acceptance of the 
retora of nasold eoples. 

Dtoeontlnue the use of all Wipton 
or free promotion copies. 

DIseoatlaae ghrlag eoplee to any^ 
body, except for office-worktog copies 
or where required by statute law in 
the eaae of ofllelal adverttolag. 

Discontinue giving free copies to 
advertisers, except not more than one 
copy each for ehecklag pgipeeee. 

Discontinue the arbitrary forcing 
of copies on news dealers (i. e., com- 
pelling them to hay more eoplee than 
they can legitimately sell la order 
to hold certain territory.) 

DIaeoatlave the haying ha<k%f-pa« 
pers at either wholesale or retail 
selling price from dealers or agents 
la order to eeeore preferential repre- 
sentation. 

Discontinue the payment of salar- 
lee or commissions to agents, dealers, 
or newsboys for the purpose of secur- 
ing the equivalent return privileges, 
le all free e:

CINCINNATI. O.. Aug. 1.— With 
a revolver in each hand a youthful- 
appearing bandit shortly after 1 
o'clock Saturday afternoon held up 
and robbed the ffeadfaf Bank, Ben- 
son and Jefferson avenues, Reading. 
Ohio, of 17,000 in currency. 

"Get into that vault quicldj 99A 
hand over the cash. I meni Iran- 
nees!" the baiidit said in a mild 
voice to Cashier EL J. Fagley. who 
soon appeared with the money in $5, 
$10 and 120 biUs. These he placed in 
a beg at the command of the robber. 

The bandit then slowly backed out 
of the main entrance of the bank and 
entered . a waiting automobile along- 
side a youthful chauffeur. As the 
automobile began to move Cashier 
Fagley darted from the bank and fired 
at the car, two shots passing through 
the tonneau. 

Half an hour later Stanley Gruen- 
inger, 15 years old, 300 Sheppard 
avenue, Lockland, Ohio, pulled up in 
front of the Reading Bank in his 
machine and announced he had hauled 
the bandit to the end of the Bond 
Hill car line because the robber's 
weapon was held against him. The 
boy chauffeur is employed at a Lock- 
land garage. He deeeribed the rob- 
ber as being appradmately 23 years 
old, 5 feet 6 indies toll, weighing 160 
pounds. He wore a light gray suit, 
checked cap, was of light complex- 
ion, had light hair and several oaye' 
growth of beard. 

Similar robberies of recent years, 
were as follows: 

Bandit Frank HoU, a national char- 
acter, obtained approximately 
$14,000 from West End banks in 
daylight hold-ups. He shot and killed 
(Patrolman Edward Knaul, and him- 
self was killed by Patrolman Chase. 

Youths named Marcus and Patter- 
son attempted a daytime robbery in 
an uptown bank. They took approxi- 
mately $300, but Marcus was shot to 
death by the cashier and hto confed- 
erate in a celler. 

Edwin von Walden, styled by police 
as "the gentleman robber," a few 
months ago held up the First National 
Bank of Madisonville, making a haul 
of more than $8,000. Through in- 
formation furnished by Private Oper- 
atives Gal Crim and Paul Ryan, von 
Walden was apprehended in New 
York City. 

Patrick Kearney, James Lawler and 
"Zeke" Moran, local characters, held 
up a Covington (Ky.) building and 
loan association , obtoining appfoxi- 
mately |1,100. They jpUed two Di- 
rectors, wounded Police Chief 
KlMtptTxjAo.ni ton ihot to death 
Monia. Cater Keaney and Lawler 
were captared, tried in Covington 
for murder and sentenced to be elec- 
trocuted last June. They have been 
confined in the Eddyville (Ky.) Peni- 
tentiary waiting for the Appellate 
Court to consider their cases. Two 
gambling houses in Newport, Ky., 
were held up and relieved of several 
thousand dollars by men.

James variety and of the exploite of 
Edwin von Walden, Cincinnati, youth- 
ful bank bandit now confined in the 
State Asylum for the Crimnal In- 
sane at Lima, Ohio, led William 
Nordmeyer, 17 years old, 1723 Hol- 
man street, Covington, Ky.. butcher, 
to rob the Beading Bank, Reading, 
Ohio.

Miss 
Julia Foley, East Third Street, just 
east of Greenup Street, Covington, 
where it had been concealed by 
Nordmeyer without the knowledge of 
any member of the Foley family.

As hand nf the falvage and redaiMh 
tlon department of the general qnar> 
termaster depot here, Captain Felix 
and his force of enlisted men are re- 
pairing and salvaging supplies which 
have heen discarded by the United 
States anaj in the horder district 
Three w ar e hous es, n part of the fort 
machine shops, and yard down- 
town, are used for this work. 

Tents which have been torn by the 
winds are repaired by men who have 
been nllors or who hnvie opwtaBce 
in repairing canvas. Ouivas cot cov- 
ers which have been torn are cut up 
Into small pieces and made Into cloth- 
ing bags. These cot covers were for- 
merly discarded. A tailor shop has 
been established where worn and torn 
uniforms are repaired, hvttona wnu 
on, the uniforms steam cleaned and 
pressed and returned to the owners. 

Army shoes which have been worn 
by many marches over the desert 
sands near tiie fort are half-soled by 
madiinery, ripped places stitched, new 
laces Inserted and the idioes sent back 
for further wear. Not a scrap of 
leather is permitted to be wasted by 
the reclaimation and salvage depart- 
ment Shoes too badly worn to be 
repaired, and cavalry Bbo^ ai«~i$p> 
ped to pieces and the leather used for 
repairing other boots and shoes. The 
scraps are then sent to market for use 
in the manufacture of composition 

E^^^ntly 15 meat grinders for Pt®" 
par:ti2 meat for cooking were con- 
den;..ed and sent to the reclamation 
department to be sold for junk. In- 
stead, the parts were separated, reas- 
sembled and five good grinders obtain- 
ed, while the remaining parts were 
stored for repairing other grinders. 
Broken parts were rold for ^ualc. 

Wagons, automobiles, tank wagons, 
soup kitchens and eveiy other kind of 
Held e qu ipme nt Is r eiee l ted hy this de- 
partment. Wagonmakers replace worn 
parts of transport and ammunition 
wagons with new ones. All antomo- 
parts are classified and a crew of 
Curage men repair the cars as they 
come to the shops. Bven tracks for 
caterpillar trucks are kept for repair- 
ing those hig trucks w hkh hasl sup- 
plies over the desert. 

Broken spurs, ragged guidons and 
flags, eyelets from womout puttees, 
harness, saddles, the ropes and even 
*n>ull whips** used by the army mule 
drivers are salvaged In Unde Sam's 
Mg Junk shop here, and the govern- 
ment is saved thousands of dollars by 
repairing army property which other- 
wise would have to be replaced with 
new.

W hM,rt to bftire MABketa or we 
wooM #et ineiry tenp fropn tbe salty 
vapors that drift in with the breezes. 
It is not very pleasant to wake up, 
ae I did the first night oi two, and 
I was alBKMt f& • cbUl 
rteda titMi tfie oeea&. 
I had to put on extra clothing one or 
two times while the others were dry- 
iBC. The air is always very damp 
aroa»d here, becauae the oce an to so 
near, yon eee. I taow fMi aiparf- 
ence, a^ I went to sleep once about 
half-an-hoiir before lights were out, 
and woke up at 12:30 a. m.. and 
imih alwut so^ieoiie wishing for the 
0IM« oU 8o«ttlaMl« U WM M tfeftt 
night. 

The heavy artillery is sure one 
good bra.nch of the service, as you 
cannot belp from taking an interest 
te 9Mtf MUa and Mas ymur best. 
Tte vigr ovr days are g a— r a lly 
spent fs by jumping out of bed at 
5:50 a. pi., then dressing and hav- 
ing our bunks made up nicely by 
C:00. For twenty-flve minutes after 
ikis we take our racnlar ezareisea, 
whieb cerUinly bK?e a tendency to 
wake you up thoroughly. After that 
we take our baths and then eat our 
*chow,' (breakfast it would be called 
by tbe people of sood old Bourbon 
eoonty.) Tben at 7:Sf ft fa to, 
•fleece up,' and from 8:00 to lf:tf 
we have artillery drill, which is one 
of the most interesting parts of the 
day's procran to me. But it to by 
BO nwana a play aflair, as soase peo- 
ple might think. From 10:00 until 
10:30 we have infantry drill, which 
completes the morning. 

"In tbe afternoon we have about 
an kaw attl a balf of Infantry drill, 
and about two hours of gapnes, such 
as boxing, wrestling, wheelbarrow 
races, foot races, and other kinds of 
games. I hold the record for the 
12th Company 6n the foot race. The 
winners of tbe 12tb and tbe 23rd 
companies are going to see wkidi to 
the best next Sunday. I am hoplns 
tbat it will be in our favor.

THE NEWS to ia receipt of a let- 
ter froBi Mr. H. B. ■fonnan. for- 
merly of Paris, who to now stationed 

on the U. S. WolreHnc, at Detroit. 
Mr. Everman is a son of Mr.<. J. A. 
Gilkey, of Paris. He enlisted in 
the navy last ■prlas and after an 
Intensive course of trainlnir at tbe 
Great Lakes station, was sent to De- 
troit. The letter follows: 

"No doubt you are somewhat sur- 
prised to see a letter from the writer 
Of tkto. but tbto to war tine and 1 
want to thank you for forwardlns 
your paper. THE BOURBON NEWS, 
to me. It comes to my address on 
time, but I am in and out, in and o»t 
of Detroit, almost daily, sopnetimes 
for tke day and then for lonssr peri- 
ods, and I otlsn get more than one 
copy at the time on this account. 
Anyway, one or a dozen are w elcomed 
with outatretcbed arms and I shall 
nevnr #M«et yon for your kin d n ess 
"I noticed in a recent issue an ar- 
ticle relative to writing to the boys 
al the front, and those in the service, 
which appealed to me very much. 
Tbe writer of that sure had the 
ptofsr spirit, tor ai^tar ot^ times 
to like a sssssase-fHNn Heaven, es- 
pecially when a fellow feels down 
and out and among strangers. I have 
been fortunate along that line, but 
many a day have I seen my capnp and 
abtp Matss vanr away froai tlM awU 
crelk with head bowed as If some 
sorrow was hovering over them. I 
Think the people who have to stay 
at home should write to. the boys, 
sending tbsas words of cheer, (never 
send them sympathy) no nuitter 
whose son he is, he to there fisbtini? 
for them. We are all brothers and 
sisters, anyway, (in Christ.) 

"At present I a*n on the U. S. S. 
Wolverine, and attached to the new 
training station near Detroit, bat 
not permanently. Onr ship Is the 
oldest commissioned ship in the ser- 
vice to-day, having been launched in 
1842. It ia. or was. tbe original bat- 
tleehlp. Mtoblgdb, bnt tlM Mans wm 
changed when the new Michigan was 
built. It was the first steel ship ever 
launched and originally carried a 
complement of one hundred men 
and eisht guaa. hot at prsasnt tks 
nusibsr of tbe arsw varies, as it to a 
training ship. I moat say farewell 
for this time, as we are to be under 
way in an hour, for a cruise on Lake 
Erie. Let me thank you again, how- 
ever, and with best wislies to you 
and fcapla^ tbat I a^ see yon whan 
it te aM over 'over theta.*

Young Bacon is a nephew of Miss 
Clara Bacon, and Mr. J. W. Bacon, of 
Paris, and Mr. Warren A. Bacon, of 
Gallon. Ala. The letter, a copy of 
which was ftafMMd to Mr. J. W. 
Bacon, follows: 

"Dear Father and Mother: 
"We arrived here safely without 
Bfifliaf a U-boat or being sick. I can 
say that I do nst Ilka Maslteh cook- 
ing and am glad onr eoolui are asain 
on the job. We landed In an ESiglish 
seaport and stayed there just about 
lo^g enough to say we had been 
there. About all I saw of the town 
wa^ a warehouse where we stayed. 
The few English women we saw sure 
had big feet. The railroad cars and 
engines look more like construction 
cars than anything else. Just about 
five to elevea tons capacity. ■ 

"Tbe trip across the ebaanel was 
rough and more boys were sick than 
at any other time. I have been here 
less than twenty-four hours but the 
sufterinc of tbe French plainly shows 
on the faces of tlie women folk. Tbe 
little boys are active and seem to be 
pretty good rustlers, but the little 
girls show the pinch of poverty and 
their eyes show tbe look of hunger. 
One boy broke up a piece of hard 
tack and threw it out in the road 
and the children clea-ned up the 
pieces like chickens would a handful 
of grsLiJL The scrape from this camp 
go to feed tbe Belgians. All my sur- 
plus money is gone to feed the little 
girls, either give them money or food. 
I may draw a little money from my 
bank account; it will not exceed my 
City National Bank dividends. 

'^I saw a truck run by steam tbto 
morning, coal fumtohed the fuel. I 
sure am glad to have George Schu- 
mann in this regiment for he to cer- 
tainly a jrlnee and shows wm orery 
courtesy.

THINGS TO WORRY ABOUT.

Rodman Wiley, CoauUssionor De- 

part^ment of Publle Bands; Vlimnk- 
fort, Ky., says: 

"A road to the means of transpor- 
tation and upon the condition of the 
surface depends the cost of trans- 
porting materials. A great many 
people think that when a road is 
once built that it wiU stand fOr all 
time and do efficirat work without 
any repairs, but such is not the case. 
Railroads, rivers, harbors and canals 
are patrolled, and in as much as the 
highways are subjected to more se- 
vere traffic than either of the above 
it stands to reason that they should 
receive constant attention. Besides, 
if the road is not smooth not only 
is the cost of hauling increased, but 
vehicles are caused to deteriorate 
most rapidly. 

"Consider, for example, a large 
hole In a road. Everyone knows 
that when automobiles, wagons and 
buggies pass over holeii that consid- 
erable daaiage to done. Suppose that 
the damage to an automobile is only 
one cent and that there were one 
hundred autO|mobiles over the road 
in a day. The damage to the auto- 
mobiles alone from that one hole in 
one day to $1.00. Suppose there are 
fifty such boles to the mile of road. 
Then the damage would be $50.00 
per day or $1,500 per month and for 
twelve months in the year the dam- 
age to tbe automobiles alone passing 
over a atfle of such road would be 
$18,000, which is a sufficient sum of 
money to build In its entirety a mile 
of road and use an excellent grade of 
materials. It nUght not be necessary 
to rebuild the road, and la that event 
it certainly should be maintained. 

"^t would seem to me that it is now 
high time that steps be taken to at 
least see that all the holes in the 
roads are kept filled. One way would 
be to appoint a patrolman on all the 
S i sia roada In the county. 

"I cannot believe that we will 
very much longer be willing to see 
each day thousands of dollars worth 
of damage done to property. 

"The proposition to worth serious 
thought"

The work of threshing the big 
wheat crop of Bourbon county has 
been considerably delayed by recent 
heavy rains, but is now progressing. 
The threshermen take the crops in 
rotation, moving from one . place to 
another. It will require about an- 
other week or two to complete the 
work. The wheat this year is pro- 
]|iouneed of superior quality. 



It has long been reeognlaad- thai 

the elements of beauty and recreation 
add to the welfare of a city. It be- 
comes every citizen to have a home 
of his own and keep it always neat 
and attractiye, well painted and In 
good repair, and if he has houses 
to rent, the saine rule should pre- 
vail. If one house in a good neigh- 
borhood is allowed to become un- 
sightly ibe tendency te far the dte- 
ease to spread, then rente go dpfwn 
and the owners sUfTer. 

Progressive cities have long ago 
recognized the fact that money spent 
for civic beauty and recreation te a 
good investment. Years ago In 
Paris, France, streets were taken in 
rotation, and when their time came 
ench piece of property was required 
to be put in presentable condition, 
and now ilieir parks and show places 
are the wonder of the world. Valu- 
able as property is in New York, 
Central Park is not less than a mile 
in length and of proportionate 
widtl), and in it are woods and lakes, 
great rocks, ornamental buildings, 
playgrounds, fiower beds, etc., and 
everything appropriate to a city's 
breathing place, and other parks, 
large and small, are scattered 
over the city. The neighboring towns 
are inspired with the same spirit. 

Ten or twelve miles west of New 
York City are the Oranges, East 
Orange, West Orange, etc. Closer by 
is Jersey City, that has a good sized 
lake in one of its parks, where all 
kinds of water sports are enjoyed. 
All the Oranges are well parked. It 
is astonishing to see how the people 
will tax themselves to keep these up. 
A few miles away is Newark, N. J., 
with the Passaic River and falls, 
which are made part of a beautiful 
park. On Sundays and holidays the 
river and island are alive with peo- 
ple taking their pleasure. At East 
Orange, for a nickel car fare you can 
be taken to the foot of Orange 
Mountains, where easy walks and 
steps take you to the 8u|mmit, where 
you can view the neighboring towns, 
and have a dim view of New York 
City. Close by is the Casino, where 
refreshmento may be bad. You are in 
a grove. In the midst of which te a 
large grassy space fit for athletic 
sports. Then you pass some orna- 
mental buildings and a larger stretch 
of woods in a state of nature, and 
you reach a very considerable lake 
used for boating, etc.. in summer 
and skating in winter. This is the 
cotinty park kept up at public ex- 
pense. Returning to the Hudson 
River you take the railroad for a few 
miles, crossing the Pa.ssaic and 
Hackensack rivers, through those 
wide, beautiful salt water meadows 
in tbf^ iaterstate park, owned by the 
StaMi of New Jersey and New 
York. 

Withing this park is a strip one 
mile wide and seventeen miles long, 
that was presented to the State of 
New York by C. P. Huntington, the 
railroad magnate. Also he gave 
sofme notable gifts to San Francisco 
in her famous park. This princely 
gift to New York was- much improv- 
ed by the State buying tbe famous 
Palisades of the Hudson, opposite the 
upper part of New York City. You 
can take an auto at Hackensack, and 
for twenty-one miles you can ride 
on a smooth asphalt road, past ham- 
lest with queer Indian names. These 
have some queer alarm bells, great 
heavy iron tires of locomotive wheels 
suspended from from a heavy ti^nber, 
and to be struck when it is neces- 
sary to assemble the citizens. Part 
of the ground is euKivated, but 
mostly it is in the state of nature. 
So we drive through forests, past 
great rocks, mountain lakes, moun- 
tain views, strange wild flowers, etc., 
till We .come to a place where, on a 
Sunday, we find hundreds of auto 
camperg in the woods, while a steam- 
boat is unloading hundreds more who 
have come by water. Then seven 
miles more brings up to West Point 
Military Acadefmy with Ite wond«rous 
buildings, gounds and monumente, 
and views of this historic river. 
Crossing to the other shore we pass 
down to New 'York City by many a 
historic place, the Zuyder Zee, Spuy- 
ten Dival Creek, Riverside Park, the 
Speedway, the Hall of Fame, etc., to 
the city^ via the tunnel under the 
river to the Jersey shore, when half 
an hour's railroad ride brings us to 
East Orange frem whence a nickel 
street car fare takes us to the foot 
of the Orange Mountains ( ? ) about 
as high as the hills about Frankfort, 
Ky. An easy stairway takes to the 
top of the mountains. 

Washington, D. C. is a park in 
itself and needs no mention. You 
can cross the city of Allegheney, 
Pa., by a string of parks. A few 
years- ago Cincinnati leas e d some 
bleak hillsides that were so steep 
that it looked as though the cattle 
might fall off. They improved the 
place and now we have Eden Park. 
One of the brewers died and left a 
fund that provides full band music 
on Sundays and other days In the 
week, not only there, but also at 
Burnet Woods Park. This last was 
about to be sold off in town lots, but 
my brother, Johi( A. Dailey, now of 
East Orange. New York, proposed 
that instead he offer it to the city 
for a park, and now it is a beautiful 
place. Louisville has a number of 
good parks, chief ^of which is Cher- 
okee, about a pile square. Lexing- 
ton has Woodland Park, that occu- 
pies about four city blocks. It te a 
beautiful woods pasture fitted out 
with a band stand and other build- 
ings, swings, wading pocis, tdhnte

It ought to 
have one for the benefit of the grow 
ing children. Nothing is better for 
their health than play in the open 
air with safe surroundlngSw I have 
only lived in the town a year and a 
half, but I am much like a Jew, 
wherever I hang up my hat there is 
my home, my town, my country, and 
for it I will work and talk and 
think. When a Sunday School gives 
a picnic a nice park would come in 
handy and save troubling the neigh- 
bors or. going to a distance. There 
are various places in the town that 
would do. Mt. Airy would be an 
ideal place, could It be bought or 
leased. The little strip of woods 
starting from the corner of Houston 
avenue and Second street, with the 
adjoining ground on the same side 
of the creek that te now In tobacco, 
would make a delightful park. The 
large lot on the opposite side of 
Houston avenue, would be a good 
accessory. One dollar tropi each cit- 
izen would fit the place np niealy.

Tiew Torfc,-*One of tbe.^idooi ef- 
fects of the war is the international 
interest wliich has been aroused in 
American sports. Italy apparently is 
the most recent victim of the baseball 
germ, aceordtaiff to Dr. raice Fttrero, 
director of the Italian b««a« «f in- 
formation in this city. 

Football, as played in America, as 
well as the national game of this coun- 
try, also has taken hold of the popular 
interest in Italy. The Gasetta deUo 
Sport, one of the most Influential sport 
Journals of that country, is raising a 
fund for the purchase of baseballs, 
bats and footballs and the distribu- 
tion of prizes am<mff the soldiers to 
stimulate competition. 

General Pennella, commander of the 
Second Italian army, In a letter to the 
Gazetta dello Sport, says that football 
and baseball games are of inestimable 
value in the training for war. He 
praises the Initiative of the Gazetta 
dello Sport and says that he firmly be- 
lieves that the stimulation of baseball 
and football competition among the 
various units Df the Italian army will 
have the most gratifying and impor- 
tant results in maintaining the morale 
of the troops.

A new brand of German propa- 
ganda has come to light.

Last year American m^u- 
ufacturers used 57,000 tons above
